WASHINGTON IAP) — The 
Senate could get its second lady 
member and the House its first 
N e g r o 
congresswoman 
in 
congressional elections Tuesday 
that have 34 women in the run­ 
ning. 
Of the IO women incumbents, 
Rep. Frances P. Bolton, R-Ohio, 
faces the toughest election of 
her 28-year congressional ca­ 
reer, and freshman Rep. Mar- j 
garet Heckler, R-Mass., is in a 
close race. 
The other eight incumbent 
congresswomen are expected to 
be back for the session starting 
Jan. 3, 
Radio station owner Kathe­ 
rine Peden of Hopkinsville, Ky., 
is given a fighting chance to 
join 
Sen. 
Margaret 
Chase 
Smith. R-Maine, in the Senate. 
But Mrs. Peden’s Republican 
opponent, 
former 
Jefferson ; 
County judge Marlow W. Cook, j 
is favored to win the race for re­ 
tiring GOP Sen. Thruston B. 
Morton’s seat. 
Of just two Negro women can­ 
didates for Congress, a good

The first Negro woman member 
of the New York State Assem­ 
bly, she is running in the new 
12th district of Manhattan that 
includes 
BedfoTd-Stuyvesant, 
one of the county’s largest Ne­ 
gro slum area*. 
Her opponents in the three- 
way race are well-known civil 
rights leader James Farmer, 
one of the founders of the Con­ 
gress of Racial Equality running 
on the Liberal-Republican tick­ 
et, and Conservative Ralph L. 
Camano, a 4 5-year-old public 
relations man. 
Political observers give only a 
slim chance to Republican Ja­ 
net Robert Jennings, the second 
Negro woman candidate, run­ 
ning in Illinois. 
Mrs. Jennings, 35, a Chicago 
schoolteacher and former cam­ 
paign secretary for Sen. Everett 
M. Dirk sen, R-Ill., is challeng­ 
ing Democrtic incumbent Rep. 
William L. Dawson, who has 
represented Illinois’ first dis­ 
trict since 1942. Dawson is a Ne- 
gro.

Freedom Fighter 
Hijacks Airliner 


MIAMI, Fla (AP) — A Na­ 
tional Air Lines jet with 57 per­ 
sons aboard was hijacked to 
Cuba today while en route to 
Miami from New Orleans, a 
spokesman for the airlines an­ 
nounced. 
The pilot, Capt. Astone Hunt­ 
er radioed he was being forced 
to fly the Boeing 727. 
Later, the pilot radioed his 
plane was being hijacked “by a 
Bi ack Na lion a I freedom fight­ 
er,” said an official of the Fed­ 
eral Aviation Agency. 


AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — The 
Jordanian 
government 
an­ 
nounced it had put down an at­ 
tempt today by a group of Pal­ 
estinian commandos to foment 
civil strife in the kingdom. 
In a broadcast King Hussein 
told his people guerrilla action 
against Israel would continue 
“purified from these stealthy 
treacherous elements.”

Floods Kill IOO 


In Italian Alps 


ROME (AP) — Rescue teams 
battled mud and floods today to 
search for survivors of weekend 
floods and landslides that cut a 
path of death and destruction 
along the southern edge of the 
Italian Alp®. 
More than IOO dead were 
counted and officials feared the 
final toll may go much higher, 
exceeding the 113 who died in 
the floods in Florence and Ven­ 
ice two years ago today. That 
was the worst flood in modern 
Italian history. 
The prefecture at VercelH, at 
the apex of a tragic triangle 
formed by three overflowing 
rivers northeast of Turin, an­ 
nounced that 91 bodies had been 
found 
in 
that province, the 
worst hit area in the disaster 
zone. 
At least 13 others were miss­ 
ing, and IO other dead were re­ 
ported 
in ©tiler sections 
of 
northern Italy, 
Hundreds of army and civil­ 
ian rescue workers struggled 
over 
muddy 
w a s h e d - o u t 
roadbeds to reach the disaster 
area in Vercelli province still 
being swept by heavy rains this 
morning. 
“It looked like some giant 
s t e a m r o l l e r had smashed 
through the valley,” said one pi­ 
lot who flew over the Moss© val­ 
ley in the foothills of the Alps, 
where 64 persons were smoth­ 
ered in the rubble of their 
houses. The section is a wool- 
producing region.

buildings, houses and cars were 
lost in the landslides which the 
rainstorm sent rumbling down 
north of Turin. 
Venice had its fourth highest 
water in 40 years. The lagoon 
waters surged over the banks of 
the canals and sent inhabitants 
into their boots and boats.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

ground in most of them.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Can­ 
didates for political office, from 
president to dogcatcher, will 
have spent between $250 million 
and $300 million by the time this 
year’s campaign bills are paid. 
A third of that total is being 
spent in pursuit of the presiden­ 
cy alone. 
The estimates, compiled by 
experts in campaign financing, 
are supported by an Associated 
Press survey of political spend­ 
ing. 
Aside from the presidential 
race, the costliest contests are 
those for major statewide office 
in the big states. 
A hotly contested Senate race, 
such as in California, may in­ 
volve expenditures of $5 million. 
Even a campaign for a House 
seat may cost a lot with records 
showing House races in which 
more than $500,000 was spent. 
All this spending is financed 
by contribution* and loans— 


❖some large, many small. And 
some candidates dig deep into I 
their own pockets for needed 
funds. 
Estimates Vary 
Herbert E Alexander of the 
Citizens Research Foundation in 
Princeton, N.J., a recognized 
expert, estimates tile total cost 
of 1968 political campaigning at 
$250 million to $275 million. 
Stephen Horn, a senior re­ 
search fellow with the Brook­ 
ings Institution in Washington, 
estimates $250 million to $300 
million.

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Who Can Govern? 


With the Presidential election at hand and 
the victory of Richard Nixon indicated, political 
interest will turn to the practical results of the 
election. 
Who can govern best was a basic question 
about the candidates. The thought was rather 
widely expressed that the country is so deeplv 
divided on several issues that neither Nixon nor 
Hubert Humphrey, the 
Democratic 
nominee, 
could unite it completely. 
The consensus of political writers appeai-s 
to be that Nixon would do the best job of organ­ 
izing the government, having superior talents in 
that field — although he certainly didn’t make 
a good start of it with his choice of Spiro Ag­ 
new — and that Humphrey would have most 
hope of effective 
appeal to dissident 
groups, 
most notably youth and the Negroes.

Most voters expect the election of a Presi­ 
dent can work some sort of magic result, but it 
doesn’t happen that way. The President can lead, 
but Congress doesn’t have to follow, so unless 
there is effective liaison between them lawmak­ 
ing lags. 
Both Nixon and Humphrey are immensely 
experienced in federal government. Humphrey 
might be expected to be the more effective in 
getting Congressional cooperation 
in his pro­ 
gram, because of the prospective party makeup 
of the new Congress, but this isn’t a surety by 
any means because the temper of the new Con­ 
gress is expected to be conservative, no matter 
which party controls its houses. This reflects 
the mood of the country.

Whoever is elected will make an all-out ef­ 
fort to end the Vietnam war. Nixon would l>e 
less hobbled in the effort than Humphrey be­ 
cause of Humphrey’s role in the Johnson Admin­ 
istration and desire not to make it appear that it 
goofed. 
In this connection the turnabout of Me- 
George Bundy on the war should put it in focus 
for any Americans who still believe that we’re 
not in a booby trap there. Bundy was President 
Johnson’s analyzer and deviser of defense and 
foreign policy w'hen we escalated the war in Viet­ 
nam. He now says that it was the right thing to 
do at the time, but that the bombing of North 
Vietnam could have been stopped a long time ago 
with only marginal effect on the military situa­ 
tion there and he has urged an unconditional 
halt in the bombing, which is now halted. 
President Johnson, with other ideas about 
it, wanted to use it as a trump card in peace ne­ 
gotiations, preferably before Tuesday’s election 
to aid Vice President Humphrey. 
The basic issue In Vietnam now’ is not about 
bombing, but how’ the country shall be governed, 
as the United States prescribes, or as the Viet­ 
namese decide for themselves. Nixon can bring 
a harder head to the solution of that problem 
than Humphrey.

The larger, more durable problems facing 
the nation are on the home front: Racism and 
inflation. The Negroes have been notable for 
their absence from Nixon’s campaign trail. He 
and Humphrey agree on the need for more social 
justice w’hile restoring civil peace, but they dif­ 
fer on method. Nixon says that the Great Society 
approach has been a floperoo and he wants a de­ 
centralization of pow er and more reliance on pri­ 
vate enterprise and local and state government 
to create jobs and provide housing. 
Both nominees promised more Social Se­ 
curity benefits and stress the need for more ed­ 
ucational services.

Humphrey’s free wheeling welfarism offers 
less hope of coping effectively with the inflation 
problem than Nixon’s skill in organization and 
administration. Despite the IO per cent income 
tax surcharge enacted in July, 
American con­ 
sumers are buving even more than they did be­ 
fore the levy. Third quarter savings declined and 
consumer spending jumped IO per cent over the 
same quarter last year. Total U. S. goods and 
services reached an annual rate of $870 billion 
in the third quarter, just a little less than the 
$21 billion average rise of the first two quarters, 
but nearly half of the increase was not actual, 
but the inflated value of the dollar. 
Cutting our present 4.5 per cent annual rate 
of inflation fmo^ey is losing its value at that 
rate yearly) to a manageable 2 per cent will take 
strong action by the new President and by Con­ 
gress.

Crucial Steps To 
Victory In Vietnam 


By RAY CROMLEY 
WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
It is popular in some quarters 
to say the war in Vietnam can­ 
not be won. 
This 
defeatism 
does 
not 
square with our experiences in 
oilier insurgencies in which the 
United States coupled military 
aid with determ ined efforts to 
create viable, dem ocratic gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In each successful case, the 
United States 
followed 
Mao 
Tse-tung s dictum: 
The 
only 
chance for victory is to throw 
the m ajor responsibility on the 
local government; 
the 
local 
people must bear the brunt of 
the fighting. 
Look for a m om ent at the 
quashing of the Philippine Huk 
guerrillas: 
Incompetent 
and 
corrupt 
arm y officers w ere dismissed; 
provisions were m ade to secure 
honest elections; 
Huks 
who 
surrendered or w ere captured 
were helped to establish them­ 
selves on farm s 
w here they 
could make an honest living, 
arid government officials tinged 
w ith corruption 
were rooted 
out. 
These moves 
supplem ented 
arm y thrusts. They made vic­ 
tory possible.

Since the death 
of 
former 
Philippine President 
Magsay- 
say, a number of these reforms 
have fallen by 
the 
wayside, 
and there has been a revival 
of the Huk movement. 
Laos also must be listed as a 
victory even though the North 
Vietnamese occupy eastern Laos 
and though their superior arm ­ 
ies could conquer the nation 
with ease. 


The guerrilla 
movement is 
ineffective. Hanoi’s strength is 
purely the strength of a rela­ 
tively powerful invader.

with the 
invaders.

W ar s End Will 
Affect Economy 


CLASSIFIED ADS COST 
LITTLE BUT DO A BIG JOB 


NEW YORK (AP)—The Viet­ 
nam bombing cessation brings 
to the forefront an important do­ 
mestic question: 
What would 
the end of the war mean for the 
nation’s economy? 
In strictly financial terms, it 
is clear that in spite of the deep 
divisions created by disagree­ 
ment over the war most Ameri­ 
cans 
have 
greatly 
improved 
their standard of living in the 
past few years—some because 
of war-related jobs. 
It is also clear that the ener­ 
gies required to stop the Com­ 
munists in Vietnam at least indi­ 
rectly diverted some resources 
from domestic projects such as 
housing, pollution control and 
education. 
If the Vietnam wax is ended, 
these projects are expected to 
fill the slack in economic de­ 
mand and to be the spur to 
more jobs and further expansion 
of the economy. 
Those who have long studied 
these problems but without the 
means to do all they wished to 
resolve them, regard a real im­ 
provement in living conditions 
as a key to more amicable, less 
tense human relations to a more 
spiritually solvent America. 
Could Lower Taxes 
The ending of the war would, 
in itself, be a spur to some seg­ 
ments of business. Thousands of 
young men released to civilian 
life with bank accounts could 
help push automobile sales to an 
airtime high. 
If could also mean lower tax­ 
es, an opportunity to balance 
spending with income, reduce 
inflation. It could mean the op­ 
portunity for the federal govern­ 
ment to share revenues with 
hard-pressed 
states. 
It could 
provide the opportunity to begin 
in earnest the exploration of the 
oceans, ami to spur space stud­ 
ies. 
It is partly for these reasons 


that 
some 
businessmen 
are 
among the most enthusiastic 
supporters of a de-escalation. In 
fact, the literature of business 
—the magazines, investment let­ 
ters, 
economic 
advisories—is 
full of the subject. 
As do supporters of political 
candidates, many rn the invests 
men* community attest to this 
desire for peace by rallying be­ 
hind a slogan, this one being 
“Peace is bullish.” 
And, like followers of a candi­ 
date, their enthusiasm tends to 
obscure the blemishes. Although 
peace may be bullish, the bull, 
so to speak, has warts. There 
are those who might not share 
in the good times. And adjust­ 
ments lie ahead also. 
Save $30 Billion 
First, the peace dividend, the 
money that is expected to be 
saved by an end to the war. 
Some put this figure at $30 bil­ 
lion a year, the very amount 
which it costs now to prosecute 
the war. But Charles Schultze, 
fanner budget director, feels 
the amount might be only half 
that. Some might be retained by 
the military. 
Another blemish is jobs. A 
study 
by 
the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, released earlier this 
year, estimates that between I 
million and 1.4 million jobs have 
resulted from the war buildup. 
So there would be adjustment 
problems in this area if the war 
ends. 
The study found that serious 
employment problems could re­ 
sult from a big military spend­ 
ing cutback, especially in Cali­ 
fornia, 
Connecticut, 
Illinois, 
Maryland, Missouri, New Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania, Texas and 
Virginia.

PILO its HAVE BEEN ALERTED to the collision hazard 
posed by ducks, geese, swans and other large w aterfow l dur­ 
ing the fall and spring m igrating seasons, according to the 
Federal Aviation Adm inistration. The FAA report notes that 
m ore than IO million birds will be on the move this fall in 
the Mississippi Flyway, an area extending from the Dakotas 


to Pennsylvania and south to the Gulf of Mexico from Texas 
to Florida. Fortunately, the study notes, most birds m igrate 
at night when air traffic is at a minimum. A nother favor­ 
able factor for pilots is th at m igrating birds fly at relatively 
low altitudes. Map shows density patterns of m igrating birds 
passing through the flyway.

At left, Joyce Asher of Amora, Mo., uses tradi­ 
tional cutters during a Girl Scout project, but at right, a 
USDA technician grabs a handful of wool and, rolling his 
wrist quickly along the skin, easily defleeces a sheep which 
has been treated chemically. Shearing with clippers is a high­ 


ly skilled task calling for wages of about $12 an hour. A 
nonspecialist drawing about $2.50 an hour can learn quickly 
to remove fleece from chemically treated sheep. Further 
studies are necessary to determine whether chemical de­ 
flecting is economically practical and whether it causes 
chemical residues in the meat, alters wool growth or qual­ 
ity, or harms sheep exposed to heat and cold.
